A Day At Citadel 
A day in the life of a cadet 
bt The Citadel begins at 6:15 a m. 
with reveille. Students reside in 
"barracks” rather than dormito­ 
ries and freshman are called 
“plebes” just as at West Point. 
Said Chuck: “Up North, we 
usually think of The Citadel as 
the West Point of the South, but 
Southerners don’t like it to be 
compared at all to the Point.” 
Is there much indoctrination 
about the Civil War or the south­ 
ern way of life? "No," said Chuck, 
but they do kid a little about 
the Civil War, which they call the 
War Between The States." Inci­ 
dentally, teachers wear uniforms 
too. 
After breakfast, students begin 


50-minute classes at 8 a m. They 
attend about three classes each 
morning, "chow down,” and then 
have still more afternoon classes. 
They take one Air Force military 
career course each semester and 
drill three periods a week. There 
are roughly 2,000 students at The 
Citadel. 
Required To Study 
After the evening meal, students 
have a required study period ev­ 
ery night from 7:30 to 9:30 p.m. 
seniors make room checks on

students study. Taps is at ll p.m. 
On Fridays, there is a dress 
parade in the afternoon, and af­ 
terwards students have off until 
midnight. On Saturdays, there is 
a morning inspection and stu­ 
dents are free from IO a m. to 
midnight, providing students don’t 
have too many demerits. 
On Sundays, students must at­ 
tend chapel, but then are at liber­ 
ty the remainder of the day until 
6 p.m. and a regular study period 
each Sunday night. 
Clark Is Prexy 
General Mark W. Clark (Ret.), 
Commander of the U.S. Fifth 
Army during World War ll, is 
president of The Citadel. Hie Cit­ 
adel, founded in 1842, has had an 
impressive and colorful history in 
America's military life. 
A main attraction at The Cit 
adel seems to be a beach house 
for all students at the Isle of 
of Palms, located on the Atlantic 
shore nearby. Students may enter­ 
tain guests there, and it's all part 
of the tuition, says Chuck. 
Liberty Granted 
On liberty, students may visit 
historic Charleston where Fort 
Sumter, the Civil War monument, 
is located in Charleston Bay, or 
they may visit several nearby 
famed azalea gardens, or Cat­ 
fish Row, the dwelling of Du- 
Boise Heyward’s celebrated "Por­ 
gy and Bess."
